proval of  a  reduction  in  fire  insurance  rates;  and  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  use  all  monies  in,  and  interest  accrued 
on,  present  capital  reserve  fund  to  apply  on  this  purchase; 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  the  remainder 
on  notes  to  be  repaid  in  five  equal  annual  payments. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund,  as  established  in  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  9,  1965. 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  Tax 
Collector  an  annual  salary  of  $800.00  per  year  in  place  of 
the  percentage  rate  of  1%  which  is  now  in  use.
